When we bo ught Ben Sny der’s business in 19 18 , mechanical refrig­ 
eratio n in the making and handling o f iee cream was practically un­ 
kno wn. 
We used iee and salt in the making and sto ring o t iee cream; 
packed it in tubs and deliv ered it by truck in Dix o n and sent it by 
ex press to po ints o utside the city . 
I po n arriv al at its destinatio n, 
it was again packed and sto red by the dealers by the use o f ice and 
salt. 
A great number o f tin* Dix o n bo y s had no t then returned fro m Wo rld 
liar I; two junio r members o f o ur firm were in the early grades, 
and J ames O. Hey (no w in the armed fo rces) had no t learned to walk. 
One half o f tho se in tin* present co nflict had no t been i>o rn. 
Ho rses were in quite general use, and po wer farming was in its in­ 
fancy . 
We had o ne bridge acro ss Ro ck Riv er. There were no highway s (as 
we kno w them no w ), no freight line trucks o r buses; trav el was mo st­ 
ly by train.

Mo dern insulatio n was y et to Ik* intro duced, and 
the o il burner to he perfected. 
Vitamins and calo ries ex isted o nly in the minds o f a few o f the ini­ 
tiate fo o d students. 
Co mparativ ely few streets in Dix o n were mo dernly impro v ed.

Rey no lds Wire Co mpany and 
Bo rden’s had no t made their additio ns, Bro wn Sho e Co mpany and the 
(¿ rand Deto ur Plo w ( o mpany were o perating.

Mo st o f the s t o r e s were ho mo o wner and credit was a bugabo o , and 
go v ernment subsidies were unkno wn. 
We were then liv ing in the 
clay s o f rugged iudiv ¡dualism, and o ne’s first duty was to lo o k alter 
his o wn. 
The le s s fo rtunate trusted to luck o r credit as unemplo y ­ 
ment insurances so cial security , o ld age pensio ns and wo rkmen’s 
co mpensatio n were1 then o nly a part o f so cial legislatio n in so me parts 
o f Euro pe.

Sho es and Tax es 
It seems a shame to drag such an amiable 
comedian as Ed Wynn into a serious discussion of 
taxes. 
But if Ed will just lend us his theatrical 
shoes for a moment, we will attem pt to demonstrate 
that these famous brogan» resemble the I nited 
States income tax laws about as closely as does 
anything in this troubled world. 
Ed, as you probably k now, has worn the same 
shoes for stage appearances throughout his career. 
For reasons of sentiment and superstition, he has 
clung to the footwear that carried him onstage for 
his first professional success. 
Naturally, howev er, 
they don’t look much lik e the shoes that Ed first 
put on some 30-odd years ago. 
Time and trav el hav e wrought many changes 
They hav e been soled and heeled in annual ov er­ 
hauls. 
Toes and heels and tongues hav e gone and 
come and gone again. 
Big patches hav e replaced 
little ones. 
The shoes hav e swollen and bulged 
at the seams as their stratified burden of leather 
increased. 
The income tax dates roughly from the 
same 
period as do Mr. W ynns shoes and his rise to fame. 
Perhaps the income tax has not achiev ed Ed s pop­ 
ularity, but the legislativ e branch of our gov ernment 
has clung to it with a fondness which may also com­ 
bine sentiment and superstition. 
Time and circumstance hav e changed the tax 
picture too. 
And 
to 
k eep 
up with 
both, 
suc­ 
cessiv e congresses hav e patched and pegged and 
sewed. They hav e piled on new clauses and new 
taxes, they hav e plugged old loopholes and opened 
new ones. But they apparently hav e nev er thought 
of tossing away the whole elaborate contration and 
building a new, understandable tax law, any more 
than Ed has thought of buying relacements for 
his footlight gunboats. 
Reports of the senate-house conference on the 
39 41 tax bill indicate that the prtsent congress is 
no different from its predecessors. 
The conferees 
argued about this and that, hut it was always a 
point that added, rather than subtracted, compli­ 
cation. 
The one motion to substitute a simpler tax 
bill was q uick ly rejected on a point of order. 
So don't get your hopes up by think ing that 
the present Lax schedule you’re sweating ov er is

limiting the federal

“tak e'’ out of incomes to 25 per cent, except in rase 


of w ar emergencies. 
If legislatures of two-thirds 
of the states mak e such a req uest, congress m ust 
call <i conv ention to propose such an amendment. 
An old-time Supreme court justice once said 
“the power to tax is the power to destroy." 
T hat 
is true. 
When congress can tax people and busi­ 
ness so heav ily tha t taxation may ultim ately lower 
the American standard of liv ing, tha t am ounts to 
partial destruction of a standard of liv ing. 
It can 
be accomplished WITH representation, as well as 


without it. 
Years ago, some middle aged folk s will re­ 
member, people used to get. free seeds from con­ 
gressmen 
Folk s who nev er had <i guidon and 
nev er expected to hav e one, would sometimes get 
a few pack ets of seeds ostensibly from the depart- 
mnt of agriculture, through their representativ e. 
Farm ers nearly always got seeds 
and v ery good 
seeds they were. 
But the practice was considered wasteful and 
it has not been many years since it was abandoned. 
Lots of folk s thought congressmen were buying 
v otes with free seecfrc 
But w hat am ounts to the buying of v otes by 
creation of numerous bureaucratic jobs and bureau­ 
cratic benefits continues merrily. 
Ev en completely 
sincere legislators, who mean to be doing good 
and uplifting humanity, can not av oid the conclu­ 
sion that such benefits m ak e friends, and friends 
mean v otes. 
Such practices cost money, and when­ 
ev er gov ernment 
spends money, it. means taxes. 
A constitutional am endm ent limiting the power of a 
gov ernment to spend money would be an excellent 
thing to consider. 


Blue Danube v s. Bo o g ie-W o o g ie 
Jiv e music, asserts the em inent New York con­ 
ductor, Dr. A rthur Rodzinsk i, is the chief cause of 
juv enile delinq uency. 
His statement also implies 
that all might be well if the juk e boxes gav e out 
with Strauss waltzes Instead. 
Well, a lot of our American soldiers were sub­ 
jected to the insidious influence of “( 'ow (,’ov v Boo­ 
gie’’ during their formativ e years, while the German 
army had a chance to cut its second molars on beer 
garden v ersions of “The Blur Danube." 
But w ed 
still rather liv e in a world of hep cats than Hitler 
jugend.
